PRISONER TURNER LIKELY w ESCAPE | 


Arthur Newton, His Barrister, Has a 
Record for Clearing Noted Guilty 
Men~—Is Sure of Victory. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH.] 
London, April 20.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal. -The fact that some 
of the jewelry found in Dunlop’s possession 
bears Burden’s initials is. sufficient proof, 
coupled with attendant circumstances, that 
it is part of the proceeds of the great rob- 
bery, will prove damning evidence 
against the prisoner. — 

I had an interesting interview today with 
Arthur Newton, Turner’s solicitor. Newton 
has been engagéd in several big cases of in- 
terest to the people on your side of the At- 
lantic, one being that in which three Amer- 
leans. were charged with stealing several 
thousand pounds’ worth of notes and gold 
from a bank clerk on Lombard street. His 


ingenious defense succeeded in reducing the 


charge of crime to that of misdemeahor. 

Newton also successfully defended a man 
named Ashforth, charged with stealipg 
many thousands of dollars in Brooklyn. 
He got his client off on the ground that the 
offense was committed before the extradi- 
tion act was passed with America. He 
likewise defended Taylor in the Oscar Wilde 
case, and Arton in the recent proceedings. 

From this it may be judged that Mr. New- 
ton is an expert in extradition law. I found 
him quite hopeful as to the issue of the af- 
fair. He believes he has a complete answer 
to the charge, so far as his client is con- 
cerned, and complains of the reports which 
appeared in the London papers to the effect 
that the missing jewelry was traced to the 
possession of the accused man. 

As a matter of fact, he says, not a particle 
of the property was found in his client's 
possession. 

“Turner’s brother-in-law is a most re- 
spectable man,” continued Mr. Newton, 

“and it was while lodging with him at the 
King’s Arms he renewed the acquaintance 
with Dunlop, whom he, of course, knew well 
through their having been together in Bur- 
den’s employ. Still, at the time of the rob- 
bery, Turner was not in America. For the 
last six years he has been in thoroughly re- 
spectable employment as man-servant in the 
houses of various men in the highest posi- 


tions in London.“ 


The evidence given in Marlborough street 
last Friday was to the effect that all of the 
missing jewelry was in the possession of 
Dunlop—a portion of it in his pocket and the 
remainder in his luggage at the lodgings. 

When the rooms were searched a large 
trunk belonging to Dunlop was found locked, 
and, Newton added, it is remarkable that 
whereas all of the prisoner’s luggage was 
locked, that which belonged to Turner was 
open. 

Dunlop had also held a good character for 
a great number of years, und was former- 
ly, it is said, in the service of the Duke of 
Portland. From all this I gathered that pos- 
sibly an attempt will be made to white- 
wash Turner at the expense of Dunlop, but 
I fancy that the ingenuity of his clever 
counsel will not succeed.

Most of the news- 
papers excepting the ministerialists persist 
in believing that private friendly negotia- 
tions are in progress between Canovas and 
Cleveland regarding Cuba and that a change 
in the attitude of the Spanish Government, 
which until a week ago maintained that re- 
forms were impossible until the insurrection 
was subdued, and yet now announce the 
application of reforms is due to the necessity 
of strengthening the action of the President 
against a jingo campaign. 

Sefior Loret, who has séveral times been 
Minister of Foreign Affairs under Sagasta, 
publishes an article saying that the question 
of Cuba must finally end in negotiation or 
exchange of views between the American 
and Spanish Governments. 

The writer declares all the important po- 


Utical men have, in interviews, expressed 


their opinions in order to make them known 
to Americans and refute in the United 
States the argument of the insurgents. 
Why should not the governments at Wash- 
ington and Madrid do likewise—exchange 
their views, make known to one another 
their intentions, and come to a controver- 
sy and solution, whether it be rupture or 
agreement? 5

Big Stock Deal Inquiry. 

The report was again revived today in con- 
nection with the intended investigation that 
the disposition of the $1,000,000 Western 
Union stock held by the Baltimore and Ohio 
has never been satisfactorily explained, The 
sale of this stock is not shown on the min- 
utes of the Finance committee and no men- 
tion of it is made in any of the annual re- 
ports of President Mayer. It said the stock 
was put up as collateral for a loan and was 
subsequently sold by the institution making 
the loan, which was not paid when it fell 
due. 

The manifesto 1 by the Reorganiza- 
tion committee is generally approved in 
financial circles and the committee’s object 
in proposing a thorough and searching ex- 
pert investigation of the last seven years in 
the company’s career is applauded by hold- 
ers of securities in the road. 

„What we want to learn,” said a member 
of the committee, “ is what the company did 
with the money. They got $30,000,000 of 
fresh capital and the reports do not show 
how it was disposed of. 

Relations with Other Companies. 

The relation of the Baltimore and Ohio 
with the Maryland Construction company, 
which built the belt line tunnel and railroad, 
is one of the matters which the committee 
will demand to have explained besides the 
deal by which control of the Pittsburg and 
Western was acquired and the Akron and 
Chicago Junction railway (seventy miles 
long) built. All the deals with the Baltimore 
and Ohio Southwestern and the West Vir- 
ginia and Pittsburg systems will also be 
looked into. 

Earnest efforts will be made to discover 
the causes which have placed the Baltimore 
and Ohio in its present condition and to form 
a plan of reorganization which will attain 
the best results at the least expense. It is 
also desired to know what bonds and stocks 
of other companies are owned by the Balti- 
more and Ohio, their value, and how they 
came into possession of the railroad. The 
committee will, it is said, insist upon having 
this information.

After viewing the body, superficially, in 
the asylum morgue the jury and Coroner's 
deputy held the inquest in Supt.

Mrs. Pickbourn’s story was direct and ap- 
parently truthful, The woman is said not 
to have slept since the fatality: Her eyes 
were much swollen from weeping. She cor- 

roborated the account printed yesterday in 
‘Tus Trisuxe. She was washing clothes 

in the bath tub of Ward D3, "While she was 
gone about five minutes to hang out the 
clothes in ‘the open air cage adjoining the 
ward Emma Stone entered the bath room, 
which was unlocked, lay down in the tub, 
and tmrned on the hot water. When Mrs. 

Pickbourn came to the rescue the demented 

woman was literally almost cooked from 

neck to heels, though her breast and the 
front of her body were not burned: 

Mrs. Pickbourn admitted she broke a rule 
of the institution When she left the bath- 
room unlocked. os 

Her testimony was substantially con- 
firmed by Attendant Jennie Fitch. 

Dr. George W. Johnson, resident physi 
cian, testified as to the.na of the scal

The letter of resignation refers to instruc- 
tions of Gen, Booth to relinquish the com- 
mand of the army in America as a crucl 
move, coming at a time when the General 
knew that the writers had neither the heart 
hor the confidence to accept another ap- 
pointment. The letter gives a series of rea- 
sons making it impossible for the writers to 
take another command, as follows: The 
constant manufacture of rules, which the 
Commissioners are compelled to enforce, 
though not consulted in their making; fail- 
ure to consult them in the work for several 
ong the attempt of Gen. Booth to annul 

he restrictions against the use of tobacco in 
the army; the unkind and intolerant attitude 
of Gen. Booth toward the writers when he 
was in the States, and his belittling army 
work. Some of the concluding paragraphs 
of the letter are: 

“ Now, we do not want to have to say td 
the world that we have lost confidence, 
This would, undoubtedly, mean the shaking 
of thousands, and we in no way want to hurt 
the movement. Hence we say emphatically 
we do not wish any member of the family to 
come out here with a view of talking t 
either of us against our decision, for i 
would bring the whole affair out. Do not 
say any more on the subject, except in writ- 
ing, and it would be far wiser tolet it drop. | 
It must not be at any time that we 
have left the army because we wert unwillin 
to leave America. This would be untrue, os 
we have made no remonstrance nor have we 
refused. | 

We have not taken advantage of the 
confidence of the troops and the public and 
retained this command, though undoubtediy 
many would have thought it the wigest for 
the country and the army here. We resolve 
to follow God's guidance for our own live 
and leave with the General the responsibili- 
ty of its future. 

It we can avoid it not a man shall leave. 
We shall be glad if you will have your new 
Commissioners early on the und, as we 
do not want a prolongation of this unsettle- 
ment for the troops or for ourselves. 
Annexation to Canada Not Mentioned. 


Nowhere in the letter is there any refer- 
ence to the reason given in the statement 
of Ballington and Maud Booth that the in- 
tention of Gen. Booth to annex the Ameri- 
can army to Canada was one of the chief 
motives of their action.

The remainder of the long 
letter contains a detailed denial of all 
charges made by Ballington Booth that the 
General belittled the work in America and 
did not appreciate the toil of the officers and 
soldiers there, to urging him it ia his highest 
duty to stand by the army, to urging him to 
visit the General, and toa final strong appeal 
for allegiance in the memory of his mother, 
on whose deathbed he promised faithfulness 
to the army, to God, and to his father.

Gen. Booth also appeals to his son in the 
name of that son's mother, his letter be- 
ginning: 

My Dear Ballington: I say dear—for you 
are still dear to me. You are my son and 
your mother’s son, who loved and toiled for 
you as you oan neyer know, and whose aim 
and ambition was that you might be a faith- 
ful man of God and whose dying prayer was 
that you might stand by me and the rest 
of her children in fidelity to God and the

HAMILTON MAY PROVE 10 BE ALLEN. 


Police Officials Think the Quincy Sus- 
pect Is an Old-Time Gold Brick 
Confidence Man. 


There is some probability the mystery con- 
cerning the man who 1s held by the police of 
Quincy, III., who gives the name of James 
Hamilton, will be cleared up. THE TRIBUNE 
of last Friday contained an item that Ham- 
ilton was taken off a train suffering from a 
gunshot wound. He told false stories about 
himself, an@ the police learned he ‘was 
placed on a train in Chicago and was suf- 
fering from the wound at the time. 

Yesterday his photograph was recognized 
as that of Dan Allen, who was sent to the 
Joliet Penitentiary from Chicago in 1882 for 
eighteen years for selling a gold brick to a 
farmer at the Union Depot. It is said his 
home is in St. Louis. The Joliet Peniten- 
tiary officials have been asked for a com- 
plete description of Allen to aid in his identi- 
fication. 

Capt. Elliott of the Detective Department 
says he prosecuted Allen in 1882 and is cer- 
tain of his identity. He thinks Allen (or 
Hamilton) was shot while attempting to 
practice some confidence game, and is mak- 
ing inquiries in every direction for partic- 
ulars. The story the man told the Quincy 
police about the manner in which he re- 
ceived the wound was proved false. 

The identification of Hamilton as Allen 
is not complete, but it is close enough to 
satisfy the officers in Quincy. Chief of Po- 
lice Ahearn has received from Inspector 
Fitzpatrick a picture of Allen taken from 
the Chicago rogues’ gallery. The picture 
was taken fourteen years ‘ago, but the up- 

er part of the face is easily recognized as 

amilton. 

Hamilton’s wound is in the thigh, near 
the hip joint. Hamilton will not talk, and 
seems suspicious of everybody. He has 1

Gov. Altgeld spent Sunday in interview- 
ing himself. for the newspapers on the 
money question, and Monday's papers con- 
tained the product of his mental labors. 
After sneering at the simple-minded honest. 
money Chicago Democrats who indorsed 
him for re#lection, and after declaring that 
he is not a candidate for Governor, when 
everybody knows that down in his heart 
he ls, he jumped to the free silver question 
with one bound and gave his unsolicited 
views thereon. Said he: 
Tue idea that prosperity can be restored to the 
world with only half the money that was formerly 
needed to do the world’s business is too absurd to 
be seriously discussed, especially when it is remem- 


dered that taxes, Interest, the great.debts, and 


other fixed charges have not been diminished. 
There are three statements here which 
are false. In the first place, the world is 
not unprosperous as compared with former 
times. Some countries are more prosperous 
than others; but the world as a whole is 
more prosperous than it ever was before— 
much more so than when the “ crime of 
1873“ was committed by the American 
Congress of suspending the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars, of which very little had been 
coined in eighty years. England is flour- 
ishing, thanks in large part to the Demo- 
cratic low tariff, which has enabled her 
manufacturers to stock up this country 
with more goods than she ever did under 
the Arthur or McKinley tariff. Germany 
ig making wonderful material progress; 
wages have advanced of late years and 
manufactures and commerce increased 
since the silver standard was abandoned 


and gold substituted! France is doing well 


since she ceased free coinage in 1876. She 
does not want to go back to the bimetallism 
of 1873, when, according to Altgeld, the 
world was at the summit of its commercial 


‘prosperity and happiness. 


Russia is progressing remarkably fast. 
She is going to get rid of her depreciated 
paper currency and use gold. Austria is 


‘doing well and about resuming specie pay- 


ments in gold. Only the hard- up countries 
like Spain or the wildly extravagant ones 
like Italy are faring badly. In spite of the 
great fall in the price of silver in the last 
twenty-two years, India, which is on a sil- 
ver basis, is more prosperdus than under 
free coinage. . . 

In the next place, it is not- true that the 
world has only half the money formerly 


needed to do ita büsiness It has not far | 


from twice as much now as it had in 1873. 
It has added largely to its stock of silver 
as well as of gold. No silver employed as 
money previous to 1873 has gone out of use 
save by wear, with the exception of a few 
millions of thalers sold in 1873-74 or melted 
down by Germany, and most of those were 
converted into subsidiary silver and are in 
active use now. 

In 1873 the United States had no silver 
money in circulation. It has nearly half a 
billion now. Mexico and most of the South 
American countries have added to their 
stock of silver money. So has Japan, large- 
ly. In England and elsewhere where silver 
is not an unlimited legal tender the amount 
of subsidiary silver has been largely in- 
creased since 1873. 

In 1870 the world’s stock of coined silver 
was 2,200 millions of dollars. Two years 
ago there was a trifle over 4,000 millions of 
= silver, and there is still more at this 
time, : ‘ 

In 1870 the stock of coined gold was about 
2,500 millions. It is now about 4,000 mill- 
ions, being 1,500 millions of increase, The 
supply has been so gmple that the United 
States, which in 1873 had only a few mill- 
ions, barely enough to pay interest on the 
national bonded debt and meet the demands 
of exporters for exchange, has now about 
600 millions. Austria has been able to get 
gold enough to resumé on the gold basis, 
and Russia is nearly ready to do 80. 
France, England, and Germany have added 
largely to their stocks of gold. 

In short, the world is far better off for 
hard money than in 1873, and at the same 
time, owing to improved banking methods, 
can transact a given amount of business 
with much less money than it did then 
by means of checks, bills, telegraph drafts, 
etc. 

Finally, natioual taxes are lighter’ per 
capita in this country than they were in 
1873. Where they are heavier in Europe 
it is because of their militarism and arma- 
ments. The national debt of this country, 
0 enormous in 1873, would have almost 
disappeared but for three years of Demo- 
cratic financial misrule and Altgeld free 
silver agitation, which made bond issues 
necessary to pay current expenses and up- 
port the redemption rerves. 

England has paid off 500 millions of her 
national debt since 18738 and reduced the 
interest on the remainder: Most of the 
American States have nearly paid off theirs.

Acquiescence in 
the demonstrable pretéminence of Chica- 
go would be the more generous course to 
adopt. A show of pride in the unprecedent- 
ed strides of her sister city would be a more 
graceful act. But instead of this whole- 
some sentiment there is a fresh outburst of 
‘bitterness. The geography that has framed 
its instruction on statistics and reason ix 
declared to be a mere “ advance agent for 
‘Chicago, is derided and assailed, and Chi- 
cago receives a blast of epithets, presum- 
ably for becoming too great. There is no 
way probably of ameliorating this condi- 
tion. While one city is in the act of tak- 
ing first place from another in all the es- 
sentials of greatness in a city—art, science, 
education, beauty of topography, and gen- 
eral industry—it is inevitable that the tran- 
sitory period must be attended with consid- 
erable friction. But it is to be hoped that 
New York will not drag out the unpleasant 
period beyond a reasonable limit and thus 
prevent a mutual enjoyment of the fruits 
of the harmony that should prevail be- 
tween the two great municipalities. 


ANOTHER TRAGEDY AT DUNNING. 
Again from the Insane Asylum at Dun- 


death of one of its harmless inutates. Mrs. 
Anna Stone was not a dangerous patient, 
but her insanity was undoubted. Because 
the disease had not been marked by vio- 
lence of language or conduct she was al- 
lowed to wander about, ready at any time 
to fall a victim to the imaginings of her 
diseased brain. Means of inflicting mortal 
injury upon herself were at hand and she 
availed herself of them. It was not the de- 
sire to end her life that brought about the 
tragedy, for she bad exhibited none of the 
symptoms of suicidal mania. She was left 
alone too long and the result was inevita- 
ble. Freed from all surveillance, she went 
to the bathroom, placed herself in the tub, 
and turned on the scalding water; and not 
till her agony forced her to cry out did her 
keepers learn of her whereabouts. Then 
they rushed to her rescue, and sought to 
cure where nothing but prevention was 
needed. It was too late. The woman 
never spoke again, and death, more merci- 
ful than her custodians, speedily ended the 
sufferings their negligence had permitted 
her to inflict upon herself. 

As if to emphasize the needlessness of this 
sacrifice of life, we are informed that acci- 
dents of a similar nature have happened at 
the Dunning Asylum within a short time, 
and yet the bathroom ahd its ample supply 
of scalding water were not made more diffi- 
cult of access than before, nor were other 
precautions taken. The watchfulness of 
the attendants seemingly required some 
greater stimulus than the mere suffering of 
their unhappy wards to become reasonably 
effective. Now that a victim has been 
offered to this Moloch of incompetency, 
measures will be devised to prevent a repe- 
tition of the accident. Time will go on and 
these will relax. Then further human suf- 
fering and death may be expected. There 
must be a prompt and searching examina- 
tion into the causes which led up to this 
tragedy, and punishment of the guilty so 
severe that it and not the slaughter of 
another inmate will serve as a warning to 
those who are appointed as guardians of the 
insane. te 


SPANISH CRUELTY TO AMERICANS. 

The United States officials have shown 
what appears to be great indifference to the 
fate of Americans arrested in Cuba and to 
their treatment by the Spaniards. What- 
ever action has been taken has been in 
nearly every case of so formal and inconse- 
quential a character that the Spanish Gen- 
erals and jailers have had no hesitancy in 
treating it with a form of contempt. ‘The 
latest case is that of the Rev. Dr. Diaz, a 
Baptist minister and naturalized American 
citizen, who is now in a cell or dungeon in 
Morro Castle, Havana. He has been ar- 
rested on the charge of aiding the insur- 
gents, and may be sentenced to life im- 
prisonment or even death. 

The correspondent of the New York Jour- 
nal has investigated the case, and gives the 
first details of the manner of his arrest. 
It appears he was in his house on Thurs- 
day night reading, while his wife and chil- 
dren had retired for the night. The Span- 
ish officials entered suddenly, read the order 


of arrest to him, and from that moment 


he was not allowed to speak a word to auy- 
body except the men who had him in 
charge.” He was not allowed to see even 
his wife, and she was not even informed of 
his arrest until the following morning, when 
she found him gone and made inquiries. 
Even then she could not see him. The 
Chief of Police, the various under officials, 
and Gen. Weyler himself were appesied ta, 
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imaginary charges and the infliction of 
ptison torture have become intolerable, and 
it is time to impress the fact on Gen. 
Weyler. 


ART OANNOT BE BOUGHT. 

The sad experiences of the projectors of 
the scheme for obtaining a people's hymn of 
labor suggest a mora! well worth consider- 
ing. Last year Mr. W. L. Tomlins came 
to the conviction the time was ripe for a 
universal labor hymn. In conjunction with 


Jane Addams of Hull House the scheme 


was elaborated, hnd Mr. H. N. Higinbotham 
was the Maecenas. The outcome was an 
offer of three prises, one hundred, fifty, and 
twenty-five dollars, for the best three labor 
hymns, subsequently to be set to music. 
The committee appointed to pass upon them 
as Mr. Henry D. Lloyd, who knows a good 
deal about labor and nothiug about hymns; 
Mr. John Vance Cheney, who knows a good 
deal about hymns and nothing about labor; 
and Hamlin Garland, who knows nothing 
about either. In due course of time hymns 
came by carloads. The committee did its 
work and selected the best, and the money 
was paid. Judged by the nature of the 
prize-winners, the imagination is staggered 
in trying to conceive what the others must 
have been. * 

The hymns having been secured, the 
music was next in order, and for this Mr. 
Higinbotham kindly came forward and re- 
peated his offer for a musical competition. 
The committee selected to pass upon the 
music. was Theodore Thomas, Philo A. 
Otis, and A. W. Dohn, three gentlemen who 
are competent experts. There were no 
less than 288 scores sent in by 238 com- 
posers—a crop of which any country might 
feel proud. The, committee patiently, and 
faithfully did its work and pithily reported 
to Mr. Higinbotham “ None of the com- 
positions are worthy of receiving prizes,” 
thus saving Mr. Higinbotham $175 and 


‘ leaving the other committee with three 
| hymns in its possession, one for each mem- 


ber, as souvenirs, and several thousand 
more for trunk linings. 

The moral of all this is the baleful effect 
of money competition upon art. And it 
makes no difference whether the competitors 
are of high or low degree. The most 
wretched composition of Richard Wagner's, 
the “ Centennial March,” was written for 
a stated price. When the real Hymn of 
Labor comes it will come spontaneously 
and will be struck off at white heat; its 
music will be born of enthusiasm and in- 
spiration. “ Miriam’s Song,” ‘| The Star- 
Spangled Banner,” “The Marseillaise,” 
“The Rakoczy March,” all the great and 
lasting national lyrics, were the creations of 
occasion. The Hymn of Labor will not 
be the outcome of a $350 competition, how- 
ever generous the intentions of the patron. 
Some day it will come spontaneously, with- 
out money and without price, and it will 
come to stay. 


ITSIAPRON STRINGS CUT. 

New York City, in its relations to the 
Raines law, is acting like a bdd little boy 
suddenly removed from parental restraint. 
Its rulers first saddle it with a statute regu- 
lating the sale of liquor on the Lord’s day 
which for absurdity and puritanic strictness 
is bluer than the supposed blue laws, The 
Atlantic metropolis struggles like a child 
in the clutch of consequent Rooseveltism 
and rushes to the State Legislature for re- 
lief from enforced temperance. That body 
passes a bill which permits the sale of liquor 
in houses where a wayfarer may sleep of 
nights. Iminediately every doggery, grog- 
shop, and barrel-house on Manhattan Island 
rushes to the market, equips itself with beds 
enough to pass as a hotel, and throws open 
its doors to the population. 

If the city had been shipwrecked for 
weeks in an open boat its greed for drink 
could not have been more pronounced. 
Filled with bad liquor and a sense of new- 
found freedom, an orgy ensued last Sunday 
which would be felt as a national disgrace 
if New York had not long ago ceased to be 
an American city. The East Side of the 
soi-disant metropolis was a huge debauch. 
Drunken men, women, and children stag- 
gered shamelessly through its streets. The 
intoxication epidemic there was sporadic in 
every other portion of the town. Every 
saloonkeeper with money enough to buy 
and install a bed parted with his goods free- 
ly to every person with money enough to 
pay for a bad sandwich. 

Gloating over the downfall of Roosevelt 
and his puritan colleagues, the city, like 
a little, wanton boy, rushed into excesses 
far more reprehensible. No wender its 
nearest neighbors, who may be presumed to 
know it best, decline an alliance with it on 
any terms. Whoever marries Father 
Knickerbocker after such an exhibition as 
this must do it to reform him. : 


FIGHT FOR TEMPERANCE IN A BOX CAR.

The convention was swung to Peoria by the 
combined efforts of the Himrichsen-Altgeld 
combination, although two Altgeld men— 
to wit: Bayle and Miner, voted for Spring- 
field. But it was all set up for Peoria and had 
been for the last two weeks. 

The first name celled was that of Samuel 
M. Burdette, who was armed with a proxy 
from ex-J Goodrich. Burdette is a 
newspaper man and is a hard-money Dem- 
ocrat. He got the r and said he would 
like permission to ‘explain his vote. The 
privilege was accorded him by the Chairman 
with some uneasiness, because the silver 
men were afraid Burdette would make a 
hard money talk. 

Burdette for the Press. 


Burdette began by saying he had no doubt 
Peoria and Springfield were abundantly able 
to take care of the convention. There was 
one important feature, however, to be con- 
sidered, which had been lightly touched 
upon by the speakers, on which he would 
like some information. Thereupon a half a 
aozen husky-voiced silverites began to shout, 
“*Biect, beet, "bject, beet.“ 

Chairman. Hinrichsen said to Mr. Rur- 
dette that he could not proceed if he intend- 
ed to advance arguments. Mr. Burdette 
said he simply wanted to explain his vote. 

It was fair to say, he continued, that every 
daily newspaper in Chi and St. Louis 
would want to send from five to ten report- 
ers to the State convention. Here another 
chorus of “’bjects was heard. Col. WIiH- 
iam 8. Forman, called by his familiars the 
„Swamp Fox of Egypt,” raised a point of 
order, as follows: : * 

“ He comes here for argument, Mr. Chair- 


man, and I object,”’ „ 


Dr. Watson, member of the State Central 
committee and incidentally Superintendent 
of the insane asylum at Jacksonville, 
growled out another objection, saying: 

The gentleman represents a peculiar con- 
stituency,”’ and turning to Burdette he add- 
ed: You’ve no right here, anyway. You 
are only a proxy. Whom do you represent?“ 

Retort Discomfiting. 

Burdette turned on him in an instant: 

“Tt would. like to know what and whom 
you represent?“ Everybody laughed at 
Watson's discomfiture. 

Then ensued a little passage between the 
Chairman and Burdette. Hinrichsen would 
not let Burdette explain his vote. He voted 
for Springfield finally, saying: 

For the reason, as I believe, Peoria has 
not sufficient telegraph facilities to trans- 
mit.the specials to the daily newspapers 
ere the country, I vote for Spring- 
geld.“ 


The committee meeting opened with the 
adoption of resolutions in memory of Com- 
mitteman ©. F. Binn# of Pike County and 
the election of Arthur C. Bentley to fill the 
vacancy. Then came up the question of 
the location of the convention. 

Sam B. Chase, the Chairman ot the sub- 
committee appointed to visit Peoria and 
Springfield, made report that either city 
could care for the convention, and an open- 
ing was given to the orators. 

Judge Nicholas Worthington of Peoria, 
who was supposed to be spokesman for that 
town, vas not in the hall at the time the 
speech making began, so Frank J. Quinn 
was introduced as a curtain raiser.” He 
had not been at his work more than ‘ive 
minutes when the star appeared, and he 
made way for Judge Worthington. 

Springfield Oratory. 

The Peoria men didn’t talk to exceed ten 
minutes and made way for Springficid. 
State's-Attorney Graham, Mayor Woodruff, 
and Alfred Orendorf were the talkers for the 
capital. The Springfield people were very 
careful to lug into their remarks, “ The 
wise and patriotic administration of John P. 
Altgeld,” and The home of a Democratic 
State government.“ They said by indircec- 
tian that the Democrats of Sangamon County 
were all for free silver, but. none of them 
made reference to Senator Palmer. 

No sooner had the location been settled 
than Dr. Watson made the motion for the 
date, June 23, and the basis of repre- 
sentation was fixed by acclamation.

Allen, Warden of the institution, and his 
son, who is one of the chief clerks; Super- 
intendent of Insurance Durfee, Prof. Miner, 
Secretary of the State Board of Public Char- 
Hugh E. Bayle, Assistant Adjutant- 
General; Dr. Walter Watson, Superintend- 
ent of the asylum at Jacksonville; Messrs. 
8 Kramer, and Hearne, Commis- 
sioners of the Chester prison: George Schill-

Chicagoans Buy the Book to Learn 
What Caused the Howl ef the 
New-Yorkers. 


The Frye Geography, which has raised 
such a howl in New York and Brooklyn be- 
cause it recognizes the growing greatness 
of Chicago, had a lively sale in Chicago yes- 
terday. Mr. Frye has tried to fhake his 
book embrace the facts of the present day, 
and to do that he inevitably has much to 
say of Chicago. New York is given a back 
seat. While it is the biggest city of the 
country, the Gothamites are reminded that 
Chicago is growing rapidly. 

No fault has been found with the facts 
given by Mr. Frye. No one disputes: their 
correctness. Indeed, residents of this city 
will readily see that much has been left un- 
said that could appropriately have been 
said of the city by the lake. 

Hére are some of the passages taken from 
various parts of the book to which the New- 
Yorkers object: . 

“One of the chief routes of trade from 
the prairies and Western plains to the ports 
of the Atlantic is by way of the great lakes. 
The amount of shipping on these lakes is 
very large, and the greater part of it passes 
through Chicago. 

This city [Chicago] is the greatest rall- 
road center on earth. Lines of steel rails’ 
meet here like spokes in & hub. A canal 
passing through Chicage connects Lake 
ae with a branch of the Mississippi 

ver. 

Chicago is the largest grain and meat 
market in the world. It leads in making 
steel rails. 

“New York is the only city in America 
larger than Chicago. The iatter glace is 
growing more rapidly, perhaps, than any 
other city of the world. 

“ As* a market for lumber, grain, live 
stock, and meat, no other city equals Chi- 
cago. 

“It is the largest center of inland trade 
in the United States. 

Nearly 500 trains enter and leave this 
city daily. 

The value of its manufacturing products 
reaches hundreds of millions of dollars 
every year. 

Chicago and Kansas- City are the chief 
cities for meat packing. 

Chicago is the center of the corn trade 
in the United States. Thousands of ship- 
loads of grain are sent down the great lakes 
from this city. « 

“A large part of the wheat crop passes 
through Chicago. Every year this city ships 
many million bushels by steamer and rail. 

The great centers of steel and iron man- 
ufacturing are Chicago and Pittsburg. Here 
are made most of the steel rails used in this 
country; also armor plates for warships, 
steel plates for other steamships, and nearly 
every kind of tool and machine used by the 
people of this great Nation.“ 

Even when speaking of the plants of the 
temperate zone the author does not let slip 
an opportunity to say a word about Chica- 
go’s greatness. He says the prairies of Illi- 
nois and the neighboring States form one 
of the largest and richest garden spots on 
earth. Over large areas the soil is more 
than fifty feet in depth. The rainfall is 
plentiful, and the land is so nearly level 
that most of the rain that falls here sinks 
into the 8011.“ 

More than one-half of the coal used in 
the United States,“ he says, is taken from 
the mines of Pennsylvania. Illinois ranks 
second and Ohio third.“ 

Compare to this what is told about New 
York. The author drops the superlative 
and calmly says New York “ is a great cen- 
ter of manufactures, and many of the 
longest lines of railroad are owned there.” 
It is admitted New York has a larger trade 
than any other city of the United States. 

New York is conceded to be the leading 
dairy State,“ but the author hastens to 
add “the other States that border on the 
great lakes are also rich in dairy. products.” 
That is almost the only reference to the 
products of the Empire State.

TO INVESTIGATE ‘STRIKE SUFFERING. 


Ceunty Commi loners Appoint a Spe- 
cial Committee to Ascertain if 
Stories of Distress Are True. 


County Commissioners will investigate the 
condition of the striking garment makers. 
At the meeting of the board yesterday Com- 
missioner Cunning offered a resolution, 
which was adopted, instructing the Commit- 
tee on Outdoor Relief to ascertain: if the 
stories of suffering were true. The resolu- 
tions declared if there was great distress 
measures of relief should be taken by the 
County Agent. 

As soon as the Public Service committee 
adjourned, which met immediately after the 
County Board had finished the business be- 
fore it, the Committee on Outdoor Relief 
met and instructed its Secretary to notify 
the Chairmen and Presidents of relief as- 
sociations to appear before the committee 
on Friday morning at 10 o’clock to tell of the 
condition of the atrikers. 

The union plumbers employed in the beer 
pump houses struck yesterday to compel 
these firms to employ none but union men, 
to pay $3.35 a day in wages, and to sign the 
agreement made by the Master Plumbers’ 
Association and Plumbers’ Union. The Chi- 
cago Beer Pump company signed the agree- 
ment of the Flumbers’ Union and its em- 
ployés returned to work. 

The agreement between the Cut-Stone 
Contractors’ Association and Stone-Cutters’ 
Union was signed yesterday. It refers all 
questions under dispute to a joint arbitra- 
tion board. 

The Labor Congress has selected May 17 
as the date for its amalgamation with the 
Trades and Labor Assembly. If the latter 
is not ready to unite on that date all negotia- 
tions will be declared off. 


SCHWEDER RELEASED IN GERMANY. 


His Father Will Sue the Kaiser -for 
Heavy Indemnity. 

Word has been received from Secretary 
Olney that the-German authorities have re- 
leased William Schweder of West Ham- 
mond, III. ,

last summer Schweder was seized by Ger- 
man grenadiers and hustledgoff to the bar- 
racks to be enrolled in the army of the father- 
land. 

Schweder’s father has engaged counsel to 
institute an indemnity suit for $50,000 against 
the German Government.
